IU Many CMH In the World of Commerce 


and Manufacture. 


In tho West Indies thu dried leaves and 


prepared . portions of tho «t«m of tho bn,- 
lanu troy urn used aa packing maturlala. 
Fresh leaves are used (11 Hhud£ young cof- 
!eo or cuuuo tieocUingH In nursery beds nnd 
io cover cncuo IilmUH during fermentation. 
Tho young unopened leaves aro so smooth 
md soft that they are usod as "dressing" 
for' Mist™. In India tho dried stalk of 
the plantain luaf la usod as n rough kind 
of twluo, and tho larger parts aro mndo 
Into guiail boxes for holding snuff, drugs, 
etc. 


In tho Malay peninsula tho ash of the- 


leaf and leaf stalk Is xiBOd instead of soap 
or fuller's earth in Washing clothcB, and a 
solution of tlie ash is often usod as Bait IB 
cooking. In tho Duloh Indies the skin of 
iio pluntaiu \a usud for blackening shoes. 
The juiee which flows from all out parts 
of tho nanuua Is rich In timnin and of so 
blackening n nature that It may bo usod 
as nn Indelible marking Ink. In Java tbo 
oaves of the "wax banana" aro covered 
on tho undersido with a whito powder 
which yields a vaiuujblo wax, clear, hard 
and whitish, forming on Important nrtlolo 
of trado. /The ashes of tho loaves, stem 
and fruit rind aro employed in Bengal in 
many dyeing processes. In Slam n ciga- 
rette wrapper Is m(ido from tho leaves. 


Fiber Is got from tbe stems of many 


clnds of bananas, Tho most valuable la 
ho"mnnlllu homp'j of couimorco, which 
holds tho chief plabd for making white 
ropes and cordage, pld ropes mndo of It 
foita an excellent paper making material, 
Jiuch used in tbo United States for stout 
lacking papers., Tho inanllla homp Indus- 
fry Is a Inrgo one. About 60,000 tons of 
fiber, valued nt £8.900,000, aro annually 
exported from Clio Philippine Islands. The 
uauilln hehip. plant Is grown exclusively 
In tkosoiitijieastflrnimrtof tho Philippines, 
ind all attempts to grow it objowhoro have 
failed. Many articles are inado from nm- 
nllki homp—-mats, cords, lints, plaited 
work, loco hnndkerrhiofa of tho flnost tex- 
ttro and various qualities of paper. At 
Vfchluu, In Switzerland, an Industry has 
icon started for making Inoo and matcrlala 
ot Indies' hots from It.
